PERCHES SAVE BIRDS’ LIVES 


Simple Idea Which Has Resulted in 
the Preservation of Thousands of 
Migrating Songsters. 

Bird lovers in Great Britain will 
soon be watching for the return of the’ 
first migrants and those especially 
who live near the sea will remeinber 
the kindly thought of the Royal So- 
ciety for the Protection of Birds tn 
its work of providing resting places 
and perches on the lighthouses, with- 
out which great numbers flutter round 
oS round the dazzling light until they 

all. 

It was thought at one time that the 
birds attracted by the light dashea 
against the glass, but the Dutch nat- 
uralist, Mr. Thijsse, discovered that 
they merely flew round and round the 
incomprehensible glenm, and he de- 
vised the plan of putting up a screen 
of perches above and below the light 
to which they might cling and rest 
before resuming their journey by day- 
light. The experiment was first tried 
at the great Terschelling light, where 
the destruction was reduced from a 
thousand tn a night to a hundred in a 
season. 

The Bird Protection society has now 
set up these perches on four English 
lighthouses: . The Caskets, St. Cath- 
erine’s, Spurn Head lighthouse and 
the South Bishop lighthouse. Each 
equipment costs £100 and £20 a year 
upkeep. The society hopes, as funds 
allow, to extend the plan to other 
lighthouses, where many thousands 
of birds are still falling every migra- 
tion season.—Christian Science Mon- 
itor.

The ‘‘Glorious Fourth” 


Varying opinions have been expressed 
as to the success of Andover’s celebra- 
tion of the “Glorious Fourth”. Origin- 
ally it was planned to leave the matter 
in the hands of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, but the Legion seemed so de- 
sirous of shouldering the burden that 
details were finally left entirely in their 
hands. Many people feel that the 
reason for the failure of the celebration 
to please universally was not so much 
due to any lack of desire on the part of 
the Legion to make it a successful time, 
but rather it was due to a lack of co- 
operation and adequate planning suf- 
ficiently in advance to secure a smooth- 
running schedule. The Townsman 
would have liked to see the Chamber 
carry through the celebration, par- 
ticularly since the speaker from Stone- 
ham stirred so much enthusiasm at the 
opening meeting by his description of 
the huge success of the celebration en- 
gineered by the organization in that 
town. 

Reading, a town with no more capable 
men in it than we have in Andover, a 
town with a smaller population than 
we have, put across a celebration this 
year which was worthy of co-operative 
effort from every citizen. The cele- 
bration was not expensive, it was well 
advertised, it brought thousands of 
people to Reading during the day, 
stimulated interest in Reading real 
estate, made business for Reading 
merchants. It was a success. It 
succeeded because each event of the day 
was carefully planned months ahead, 


‘}each member of the committee had his 


own job and the labor of organizing was 
well distributed. You can’t build a 
smooth-running celebration of the 


» Fourth of July by saying, ‘“‘ Well, we'll 


have a bonfire at midnight, we'll have 
a baseball game in the morning, sports 
in the afternoon, and a band concert at 
night.” True, it sounds as if there was 
going to be something doing every 
minute of the day, and the above state- 
ment is as good as any, on which to 
make a start; but the results of leaving 
the matter in the same condition 
were clearly shown last Wednesday. 
Mention must be made, in a general 
way, of several men who jumped into 
the breach during the different dull 
spots and kept things going when they 
looked as if they might fall through 
altogether. Some of these very men 
would have made admirable moving 
spirits in the original planning of the 
day’s events. Whatever we do next 
year, may we at least take a lesson from 
our neighbor to the south and obtain 
the full cooperation of the entire town 
before we attempt any planning at all.

Pitiful Inefficiency 

Several years ago when interest ran 
high for the securing of a Lungmotor 
for the use of the fire department ia 
accidents of fire or drowning, the town 
secured a fully equipped machine to be 
used in the resuscitation of such cases. 
The machine was stored in the Fire 
House for some time before there 
appeared any occasion for its use. A 
year or so after its purchase, it was 
called into use at a drowning accident at 
Pomps pond. When it arrived on the 
scene, it was discovered that no one 
present, not excepting the firemen who 
had brought it, knew how it should be 
used. At the time no great disturbance 
was occasioned by this lack of knowl- 
edge, since it was thought that the 
person drowned had been under water 
too long to make the use of the machine 
effective in any way. 

During the past week, the machine 
was again called for, at the extremely 
unfortunate occurrence which resulted 
in the death of David Eastwood. It 
was found that the Lungmotor was not 
in condition for use att his time be- 
cause of lack of certain parts of its 
equipment, but fortunately the doctor- 
who attended the case rendered a 
decision that it would not have been 
effective since death was due to other 
causes than drowning. Hence no 
intimation was given as to whether any 
further information on the workings of 
the machine has been absorbed by the 
members of the fire and police depart- 
ments. The Townsman mentions these 
two evidences of rather pitiful ineffici- 
ency, with the hope that public recog- 
nition of the existing situation may help 
to cause the heads of the two depart- 
ments to take steps to correct it. 


Editorial Cinder 


Andover has lost a_ true-hearted 
public servant in the death of Dr. 
Edward C. Conroy. Almost since the 
time when he obtained his degree from 
the University of Maryland, he has 
been a resident of Andover and always 
since that time he has been vitally 
interested in the town’s _ affairs. 
Twelve years ago, Dr. Conroy began 
to serve the town as a member 
of the school committee. In that 
period, his work for the town has always 
been characterized by a genuine affec- 
tion for the children whose education 
he aided in supervising, and while 
the town has not always agreed fully 
with his opinions, it has always re- 
spected them. An earnest man, a man 
who endeared himself to the entire 
town, Dr. Conroy has made a lasting 
impression on the life of Andover.

Obituary 


DR. EDWARD C. CONROY 


Dr. Edward C. Conroy, member of the 
Andover school committee, well-known 
physician of Andover, died early Wednesday 
morning at the Lawlor sanitarium, Methuen, 
following an operation. At a meeting of the 
school committee about a month ago, Dr. 
Conroy, while tilting back in his chair, fell 
and sustained bodily injuries which necessi- 
tated the operation. Death was unexpected 
as the operation, performed Monday, was 
considered successful. 

He leaves a wife, Alice A. Conroy; two 
sons, Raymond S., a mining engineer in 
Mexico, and Augustine E., a senior at Tufts 
Medical College; one daughter, Miss Lillian 
S., a member of the faculty at Lexington 
High School. 

Dr. Conroy was born in Neenagh, County 
Tipperary, Ireland, in 1860. He was one of 
the few men in this section who studied at 
Rockwell College, Dublin, and coming to this 
country studied at Loyola College, Balti- 
more, Md., taking the degrees A.B. and A.M. 
from this college. His medical education 
he received at the University of Maryland, 
receiving his medical degree in 1897. Since 
completing his medical education Dr. Con- 
roy had practiced in Lawrence and Andover. 

For twelve years he was a member of the 
Andover school committee, and for two 
years served as chairman of the board. He 
was tireless in his work for the children and 
the schools of the town and was always ready 
to sacrifice his time’ and strength in their 
behalf. Dr. Conroy was largely instru- 
mental in securing a new school at Shawsheen 
Village, and hid been named as chairman to 
supervise the construction of this school 
He was noted for many kind and generous 
acts, and his unlimited enthusiasm and in 
terests in the affairs of the town made him 
extremely popular. 

Dr. Conroy’s fraternal affiliations were 
many. He was a member of Division 1, 
A.O.H., of Lawrence; Court Philip Sheridan, 
Catholic Order of America; vice-president of 
the Andover Club; Andover Council, 1078, 
K. of C.; Middlesex section of the American 
Medical Association; Holy Name Society of 
St. Augustine’s church; honorary member of 
the Harvard Club of Andover. 

The funeral will be held from his late 
home, 29 Essex street, Saturday morning. 
Solemn high mass of requiem will be sung 
at 10 0’clock in St. Augustine’s church. 

The burial will be in St. Augustine’s 
cemetery, Andover. 

Dr. Conroy’s home is now open to his 
business associates and friends, who are also 
invited to attend the services at the church 
Saturday morning. 


A Personal Tribute 


Andover has suffered an irreparable loss in 
the death of Dr. Conroy, for his life was 
mortised into the very framework of our 
town. No citizen more than he gave un- 
stintedly of time and thought to our funda- 
mental interests. 

Dr. Conroy was a big man, not only 
poe and mentally, but he had a big 

2art. His genuine affection for our children 
was the living spring of his intense and pro- 
longed efforts on behalf of our schools. In 
this he saw the hope of the future well-being 
of our town and of the nation; for these he 
labored and sacrificed. He deplored the 
necessity for private schools to insure in- 
struction in morals and religion, and he 
longed for the time when our public schools 
would be better able to provide for character- 
building along religious lines. 

_While a staunch Catholic, loyal to the 
highest spiritual guidance of his church, his 
interpretation of the spirit and teaching of 
Christ gave to him that broad catholicity 
which embraced every man and woman who 
sought sincerely to do God’s will. It was this 
breadth of sympathy and genuine affection 
for his fellow townsmen, coupled with his 
untiring efforts on their behalf, that en- 
deared his to the whole town and makes his 
removal from our midst an occasion for pro- 
found sorrow and regret.

Successful Handling of Parasites in 
Corn-Borer Control Work 


More than 1,000,000 individuals of an 
important parasite of the European corn 
borer, Habrobracon brevicornis Wesmael, 
have been successfully reared and liberated 
in the densely infested area in New England. 
It was believed by entomologists of the 
United States D ent of Agriculture 
that it might be worth while to attempt to 
introduce it into the badly infested areas of 
southern Ontario. Following a suggestion 
to this effect made to the Dominion Ento- 
mologist, Arthur Gibson, authorization was 
recently given by the Canadian Government 
for an assistant for this a. This ento- 
mologist recently visited the laboratory at 
Arlington, Mass., to receive instruction in 
the technique necessary for handling the 

rasite, which will shortly be reared and 
introduced into Canada. 

Several other promising parasites of ‘the 
corn borer have been received from France 


and are being reared at the Arlington labora- 
tory. At least one additional species will 
soon ke ready for liberation.

Jail to Be Built in 
New Chicago Station 


Chicago.—Cook county is to have # 
new jail, but not for Cook county 
prisoners, 

The jail, along with a complete 
chapel and a morgue, Is among the 
municipal buildings to be contained In 
the miniature city that will be includ- 
ed in Chicago’s new union station now 
under construction. 

Most large railway stations have 
the usual restaurants, drug stores, 
cigar stores, news stands and barber 
shops, but the union station will have 
two restaurants and a cafeteria, and 
it will be the only station in the 
world, it is said, to boast a real jail. 

Two cells, each completely equipped 
and eapable of accommodating sev- 
eral prisoners, will be built in the 
basement. A reception room, heavily 
barred, will give access to the cells. 

“Hardly a day passes without de-: 
tectives, police officers and federal of- 
ficers passing through Chicago with 
prisoners,” said G. A. Allen, superin- 
tendent of construction. “Sometimes 
the officers have to walt nearly 24 
hours for their trains, which means 
they must spend the 24 hours hand- 
cuffed to the prisoner. When our jail 
is completed the officer can receive 
the cell keys from the custodian, lock 
his prisoners in the cells and be free 
until train time.” 

The chapel will be completely fur- 
nished and equipped for funeral serv- 
Ices, providing facilities that have 
long been needed in Chicago.

Horse Population Is 
Falling Off in U. S. 


Washington.—The horse has de- 
creased in numbers in the world at 
large about 11 per cent in the last ten 
years, according to figures made pub- 
lie by the Department of Agriculture, 
which show a falling off in the total 
in 85 countries from 116,500,000 to 
108,550,000. 

The decreases occurred largely in 
Russia, where the decline was nearly 
50 per cent, and in the United States 
where the total has dropped from 23,- 
145.000 in 1914 to 20,559,000. Russia’s 
total of 34,700,000 has dwindled to 
18,507,000, 

There was a slight decrease in the 
number of mules and asses, of which 
this country's total of 5,898,000 is the 
largest. 

In connection with the figures, how- 
ever, the department reported a 
marked tendency in England = and 
Wales to replace farm tractors with 
horse labor, the reversion being at- 
tributed to lower prices for horses, 
reduced upkeep aud declining labor 
costs.

FREED BY CONFESSION 


Indian After 25 Years in Prison 
Is Now Enjoying Wealth. 


Washington, D. C.—How a _ half- 
breed Cherokee Indian, Charmer Tid- 
well, languished from his youth for 
a quarter of a century in federal pris- 
ons before being released on a base 
less murder charge, was revealed in 
a tragic story told by the Department 
of Justice. Freed fran the charge 
by a deathbed confession after his 
years of suffering, the former prison- 
er is now enjoying the wealth of in- 
herited Oklahoma oil lands. 

Three presidents, Roosevelt, Taft 
and Wilson, denied pardons to Tid- 
well upon reports from three former 
attorney generals, Knox, Dickerson 
and Gregory, that all evidence in the 
murder case pointed positively, al- 
though circumstantially, to the. pris- 
oner’s guilt. Friends, including Sen- 
ator Gore and former Representative 
Alice Robertson, pressed the investi- 
gation of Tidwell’s continued protes- 
tations of innocence. Finally he was 
released form Atlanta penitentiary 
upon a commutation of sentence rec 
omended by Attorney General Daugh- 
erty and Assistant Attorney General 
Grim. 

After President Harding’s commu- 
tation a widow's deathbed confession 
in Oklahoma revealed that Tidwell 
had been convicted of murdering her 
husband upon perjured testimony. 

“The Lord has been wanting me to 
tell it for all these years, and I am 
afraid He won't forgive me for not 
telling it,” reads the affidavit of Mrs. 
James Brown, the dying wife of the 
man for whose alleged murder Tid- 
well passed twenty-five years In pris- 
on in Ohio and Atlanta federal pris- 
ons. 

One of Brown’s sons, himself be- 
hind prison bars today, was said to 
have corroborated the deathbed con- 
fession of his mother, that. Tidwell 
was convicted on perjured evidence. 
The man who committed the murder 
was said to have been a former 
sweetheart of Mrs. Brown and has 
long been dead.

The 
author believed in the sailor and 
helped to finance his last tragic dash 
for the South pole, When his effects 
were examined amid the frigid and 
ghastly Antarctic stillness, the relief 
party that arrived too late found a 
letter for Barrie among the dead 
man’s effects.

“That little chap has given me a hard 
task. I must send him a new poem or 
a freshly conceived fairy tale every 
week,” One of Barrie’s favorite 
adopted sons, the original of David in 
“The Little White Bird,” was killed in 
action near Ypres, As a memorial to 
him Barrie established and supported 
a hospital in France until the end of 
the war. His name was never asso- 
clated with It and hardly a dozen 
people in England knew of this bene- 
faction. 


ALWAYS STUDYING THE SKY 


Work Has Been Made Much Easier 
Since the Introduction of Celes- 
tial Photography. 

There continues the discovery of as- 
teroids or minor planets, especially 
with the aid afforded aby celestial 
photography. Among a vast multitude 
of stars crowding on a photographic 
plate one, perhaps, will be seen to 
have drawn a short, thin line on the 
plate during its hours of exposure. 
The astronomer knows at once that 
it is either an asteroid or a comet, 
Subsequent observations soon decide 
the point. Only the more interesting 
ones are afterward observed with at- 
tention, but once discovered they can- 
not be ignored, and the rapid growth 
of the flock becomes an embarrass- 
ment. 

Eros, which at times approaches the 
earth nearer than any other regular 
member of the solar system except the 
moon, and Asteroid No. 585, which at 
aphelion is more distant than Jupiter, 
as far as their orbits are concerned, 
remain the most interesting members 
of the entire group and are kept under 
constant observation whenever cir- 
cumstanves permit,

Ban Placed on Them by Official of 
the Post Office Department is 
to Stand, 

American business men frequently 
run up against some federal regula- 
tion or other which temporarily vexes 
them because they feel that it is a 
governmental infringement upon their 
way of doing business, even though the 
Matter is generally trivial, They do 
not realize that oftentimes this regu- 
lation is for their own advantage or 

in the interest of human welfare. 

A good flustration of this has just 
been found by the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce and the Post 
Office department, and the explanation 
has caused the business concerns in- 
terested to agree most heartily that 
the federal regulation should stand. 

This illustration was with regard to 
the use of green paper in “window 
envelopes,” which are now extensively 
utilized by American business houses. 

A circular, issued last January by 
the office of the third assistant post- 
master general, says that “the station- 


ery used in window envelopes, or at | 


least that portion upon which the ad- 
dress appears, must be white or, if 
colored, of a very light tint or shade. 
The use of dark-colored stationery Is 
not permissible.” 

The rules and regulations division 
of the Post Office department states 
that “green is probably the most diffi- 
cult color for the mail distributors to 
handle under the trying conditions 
under which they have to work.”

Then he discovered his 
original letter attached to the reply, and 
across it was written in blue pencil: “Send 
this guy the bedbug letter.” The com- 
inant’s state of feeling can be imagined 
tter than described. 

The “bedbug letter” type of public re- 
lations work, which has only been hung on 
the sleeping car as a conveninet vehicle, is 
the reason why some men make a failure of 
winning the public. Good public relations 
are built only on sympathetic feeling, an 
ability to understand the other fellow’s 

roblems and an earnest effort to prevent the 
incidents that build ill-will. The “send this 
guy” attitude strikes a note of insincerit: 
which, when discovered, makes existing ill- 
will twice as bitter. Form letters, set rules 
for_pacifying a com ing public and all 
such devices are a failure. Personal contact 
and efforts to correct bad situations mean 
endless work and drudgery, as 
well as the most rigid personal honesty, but 
they are the important factors in keeping on 
terms with the public. (Editorial, 
Electrical World.)
